I  have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you,  my  annual  report 
this  time  for  the  year  1951. 

Wirksworth,  general  statistics  of  which  are  given  below,  has 
as  its  main  industry  limestone  quarrying  which  gives  employment  for 
many  of  the  local  inhabitatns.  Tape  Weaving,  hosiery  and  garment 
factories  are  also  lesser  industries  whilst  the  surrounding  district  is 
predominantly  Agricultural  and  largely  Milk  Producing.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Both  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supplies  for  the 
Middleton  and  the  Wirksworth  areas  have  been  satisfactory  once  again 
during  the  last  year  and  the  actual  results  of  samples  submitted  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  :will  be  observed  in  a  later  portion  of  this 
report. 

Various  meetings  took  place  during  the  year  between  the  Council 
and  their  consulting  engineers  regarding  the  proposed  new  Borehole 
at  Hanson  Farm,  Longway  Bank,  Wirksworth,  and  it  has  now  been  decided 
that  early  in  the  new  year  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Explosives 
Department  will  be  commissioned  to  fire  shots  down  this  borehole 
in  the  hope  of  breaking  up  the  close  grained  strata  and  thereby 
ensuring  a  steady  flow  of  water  into  the  borehole.  It  is  understood 
that  this  blasting  is  to  take  place  on  February  the  5th.  1952,  and 
the  Council  will  look  forward  with  interest  to  the  results  obtained. 

Meetings  will  also  be  taking  place  early  in  the  new  year  with 
farmers  and  other  persons  concerned  e.g.  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  regarding  the  provision  of  water  supply  to  outlying  farms 
in  this  area. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Council  have  instructed  their  Con¬ 
sulting  Engineers  to  prepare' a  larger  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  Rural  parts  of  the  Urban  District  together  with  alterations 
and  improvement  to  the  existing  undertaking.

SEWERAGE  AND  S SWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  new  £30,000  Extension  Scheme  to  the  Derby  Road  Sewage  Works, 
Wirksworth,  progressed  rapidly  during  the  year  and  towards  the  end  of 
1951  the  acutal  constructional  work  had  been  almost  completed,  any 
delays  on  final  completion  being  due  to  the  non  delivery  of  metal  work 
etc.  from  Messrs  Adams  Hydraulics  Limited.  It  is  hoped  that  early  in 
the  new  year  these  fittings  will  be  to  hand  so  that  the  whole  Contract 
can  be  finalised.  Parts  of  the  new  extensions  are  already  in  use,  sue 
as  sludge  beds, settling  tanks,  storm  water  tanks,  and  the  main  pump 
house . 

Just  before  Christmas,  work  was  commenced  on  the  relaying  of  certai 
lengths  of  old  sewer  throughout  the  district  to  now  falls  in  order  to 
ensure  that  they  will  be  self  cleansing.

Once  again  I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  of 
resenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report;  this  being  the  sixth  report  which 
have  prepared  for  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council. 

It  will  have  been  observed  from  the  Medical  Officer’s 
eport  that  the  two  original  post-war  Housing  sites  at  Middleton 
nd  Wirksworth.  werex  completed  during  the  year,  and  for  the  Council’s 
nformation  I  would  point  out  that  this  brings  the  total  number  of 
ouncil  Houses  constructed  since  the  war  to  131. 

Four  new  Housing  Schemes  have  now  been  prepared 
ad  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and 
owards  the  end  of  this  year  two  of  these  schemes,  namelys-  The 
ounty  Club  Site  (24  Houses)  and  the  New  Derby  Road  Site  (20  Houses) 
ere  already  well  under  way,  36  houses  being  under  construction, 
ater  mains  and  sewers  being  practically  completed  and  temporary 
oads  laid.

6 .  TENTS,  VANS  AND  TEMPORARY  STRUCTURES. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  exercise  strict  control 
throughout  the  w hole  of  their  area  during  the  year  with  a  result 
that  there  has  been  no  growth  of  undesirable  unlicensed  dwellings 
or  sites  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Urban  District. 

In  August,  1951 ,  on  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  I 
attended  the  Matlock  Court  with  Mr,  R.  Lill  (Matlock  U.D.C. 
Sanitary  Inspector)  and  gave  evidence  regarding  the  colony  of 
caravan  dwellers  situated  on  the  northern  outskirts  of  this  Urban 
District,  but  being  within  the  adjoining  Urban  Area.  It  will  be 
observed  that  I  have  made  reference  to  this  caravan  colony  in  my 
Annual  Reports  over  the  last  few  years.  The  outcome  of  the 
Court  Case  was  that  the  person  responsible  for  the  offence  was 
fined  Five-Pounds  and  threatened  with  an  additional  fine  of 
Forty-Shillings  per  day  if  the  offence  should  continue. 

Following  this  Court  Case  one  of  the  moveable  dwellings 
was  removed  from  the  Site  completely,  but  another  refused  to  go 
and  I  am  informed  that  a  further  Court  Case  is  pending  and  will 
be  taken  forward  by  the  Matlock  Urban  District  Council. 

7.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION. 

The  Urban  Districts  record  of  an  almost  complete 
absence  of  serious  cases  of  infectious  disease  which  had  been 
enjoyed  during  the  last  few  years  v/as  again  maintained,  and 
throughout  the  year  1951  only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
notified,  whilst  there  was  a  complete  absence  of  any  cases  of 
Diphtheria.  This  is  indeed  a  very  healthy  state  for  the 
area  and  one  of  which  the  Council  may  be  Justifiably  proud. 

Precautionary  terminal  disinfection  was  as  usual  carried 
out  by  my  Staff  in  respect  of  the  above  one  case* 

8.  DISINFESTATION. 

Once  again  no  cases  of  bed-bug  infestation  were  brought 
to  my  notice  this  year. 

Cases  of  infestation  with  woodworm  and  the  death  watch 
beetle  continued  to  arise  from  time  to  time  and  these  were  all 
inspected  and  the  necessary  advice  given  and  precautionery  measure/ 
taken  either  by  the  Council* s  own  Staff  or  by  the  householder  with 
borrowed  equipment  from  the  Council.

whilst,  the  present  methods  continue.  In  fact  I  have  now 
adopted  the.policy  of  submitting  the  samples  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  as  nonchlorinated  water  samples,  taking 
the  altitude  that  the  chloros  which  is  put  into  the  open 
reservoirs  is  for  the  purpose  of  inhibiting  algal  growth 
and  cannot  under  any  stretch  of  imagination  pretend  to 
present  a  properly  chlorinated  water  supply  to  the 
consumers  tap.

(iii)  Plumbosolvent  Action  -  Reference  to  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1949  will  show  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  any 
precautions  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  plumbosolvent  action* 
This  is  made  quite  clear  by  the  reports  of  the  County

It  is  once  again  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  fullest 
co-operation  has  continued  during  1951  between  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  this  Council  regarding  rodent  control. 
As  in  previous  years,  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  (Mr,  Wm,  Doxey) 
has  enjoyed  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Mr.  Mulligan,  Divisional 
Rodent  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  I  decided  to  try  the  new 
’’Warfarin”  treatment  on  one  of  the  Council’s  Tips  which  had  been 
a  continual  source  of  worry,  and  assisted  by  Mr.  Mulligan,  this 
work  was  carried  out  and  a  joint  report  rendered  to  the  Scientific 
Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  andFisheries.  They  have 
expressed  themselves  very  gratified  indeed  with  the  results 
obtained  and  have  thanked  me  for  ”an  interesting  and  helpful 
report  prepared  on  the  use  of  ’’Warfarin”  in  this  district”*

Introduction. 


This  tip  is  situated  in  a  field  rented  by  the 
Wirksworth  U.D.C.  on  the  Hopton  Road  to  the  West  of  Wirksworth. 

It  was  decided  to  use  this  tip  for  a  Warfarin  treatment  and 
treatment  was  commenced  on  13/12/51  by  the  part  time  operator  of 
the  Council  under  the  supervision  of  the  D.R.I. 

Description  of  environment 0 

The  field  is  about  2  acres  in  extent  and  is  a  disused 
quarry.  A  road  runs  along  one  side  of  the  tip  separated  from 
the  tip  by  a  stone  wall.  This  tip  is  surrounded  by  agricultural 
land*  It  has  been  impossible  to  stop  illegal  dumping  of  bones 
and  other  refuse  attractive  to  rats.  Warning  notices  have  been 
posted  and  the  gate  is  always  locked  (see  annual  report  for 
March  -  Dec.  1950).  Also  see  Sanitary  Inspectors  Annual  Report 
for  the  Year  1950. 

Description  of  In f estation . 

A  major  infestation  of  common  rat  existed  round  the 
tip  and  in  adjacent  walls  which  run  along  two  sides  of  the  tip. 

Previous  History. 

Periodic  treatments  have  been  given  to  this  tip  with 
recommended  baits,  poisons,  gassing  and  wire  cage  and  traps,  and 
although  the  kills  have  been  good  it  has  never  been  possible  to 
leave  the  tip  for  a  longer  period  than  a  month.  The  last 
treatment  carried  out  was  in  November,  1951?  when  sausage  rusk 
and  Antu  2%  were  used.  Eleven  bodies  were  picked  up.  It  is 
pertinent  at  this  point  to  mention  that  over  a  period  of  two 
years,  400  bodies  have  been  picked  up,  using  the  various  methods 
mentioned  above.

It  is  felt  that  having  regard  to  our  experiences  over 
a  period  of  two  years,  using  all  types  of  baits  and  poisons, 
etc®,  the  "Warfarin"  treatment,  as  described  in  the  above  report 
has  proved  itself  to  be  the  most  efficacious  of  all,  and  in  our 
opinion  is  to  be  thoroughly  recommended  for  use  on  isolated  sites

Until  the  latter  part  of  the  year  I  continued  to  make  joint 
inspections,  with  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  of  the  licensed 
Pasteurising  Plant  in  this  district  (the  Dairy  of  which  was 
registered  with  my  Authority)  and  for  this  purpose  we  made  twenty 
visits  to  the  premises.  This  Dairy  has  now  ceased  to 
pasteurise  milk  on  the  premises,  and  I  shall,  therefore,  in  future, 
visit  the  Dairy  and  carry  out  inspections  myself,  as  the  County 
Sanitary  Inspector  will  no  longer  have  the  duty  of  calling  at  this 
Establishment . 


Although  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  gravely 
concerned  over  various  routine  methods  adopted  at  this  Dairy,  yet 
samples  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  and  phosphatase  Tests  have 
proved  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  of 
twenty-five  samples  only  two  were  not  satisfactory.

Thirty-six  samples,  including  twenty-two  Milks,  were  taken 
under  the  above  Act  in  the  area  of  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District 
Council  during  the  year  1951* 

One  sample  of  Milk  contained  a  small  amount  of  added 
water  and  one  was  deficient  in  Pat.  The  vendors  of  these  samples 
were  cautioned. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 


17c  PISH  -  PRYING  PREMISES. 

The  three  Pish  Prying  Premises  in  this  area  have  all 
received  routine  inspections  during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  report  that  the  conditions  obtaining  therein  are  very 
satisfactory  indeed,  and  I  have  no  complaints  whatsoever  to  make 
regarding  these  establishments. 

Whenever  condemnation  of  any  fish  whatsoever  is  necessary, 
this  has  always  been  dealt  with  under  "Voluntary  Surrender" 
procedure .

The  practice  of  taking  regular 
monthly  samples  of  ice-cream  as  recommended  by  the  Authorities 
concerned  has  continued  and  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that 
due  to  this  regular  sampling  the  grades  of  ice-cream  have  improved 
conside rably. 

The  Council  will  be  pleased  to  note  that  during  1951  not
